To the thousand 3 ,o£ spectators 
who streamed by The Temple in 
cars Sunday, the synagogue 
showed no marks of the blasphe- 
mous bombing that heavily dam- 
aged the building. 

The ugly, gaping hole where 
the main’ force- of the >explojsion 
ripped out a wall is located on* 
the west side of the building and 
is hot Visible .from Peachtree 
road.

Since The Temple is located 
on the. crest of a hill, the motor- 
ists who had hoped for a glimpse 
of the damage also were unaw^.i^e 
of the swarm of detectives who 
were scouring the area in a 
search for clues. 

Uniformed policemen kept traf- 
fic moving as inuch as possible, 
although the sightseers caused a 
major traffic jam, backing up 
cars almost to the downtown area 
shortly after noon. The building 
and .surrounding grounds were 
roped off at the street and only 
persons on official business were 
allowed to enter the area. , 

City prisQners cleaned up the 
biggest, part of the, debris, includ- 
ing large chunks of two concrete 
column? which had stood on either 
side of the entrance. As the con- 
victs moved big pieces of debris, 
detectives sifted through the 
smaller pieces searching for some 
clues. 

Rabbi Jacob M. Rothschild, who 
has been at The Temple since 
1946,^ said his first. feeling&; pn 
hearing of the explosion were of 
jsheer horror.*' He had returned 


to Atlanta from a visit in St. 
Paul, Minn.', only Saturday night. 

As Rabbf Rothschild Joufed .the' 
damaged structure, he shook his 
head.

Clues are few. The depraved, callous 
men who placed the heavy load of, ex- 
plosives at the back of the Temple were 
without question experts in dynamiting. 
For them it was a simple job. In their 
hands the w 6 rk of destruction could be 
done without much likelihood of leaving 
clues. 

But it is safe to say the investigation 
will be relentless and thorough. We some- 
how believe that the luck of these evil 
persons in escaping will run out. There 
is no' doubt but that the bombing of 
schools and churches is being directed by 
one group. They have committed these 
acts of violence in Tennessee, in North 
Carolina, Florida and^ Alabama, The 
search will go on. One day it will end 
with the arrest of the guilty.

THte BOMBING OF a Jewish 
' Temple' in Atlanta has all 
the earmarks of a Communist 
l^^iot; .It follows the pattern of 
simil^ bombings of Jewish 
places of worship in Florida at 
Miami and Jacksonville, in Ala- 
bama at Birmingham, and in 
North Carolina at Charlotte 
and Gastonia. 

When Mayot William B, \ 
Eartsfield of * Atlanta calls' it an « 
^international conspiracy,” he 
puts his finger on ttie fapt that 
only by a concerted action and 


money from a foreign source 
could stooges in this country be 
employed to carry out the bomb 
plots. It is significant that in 
connection with almost every 
one of the bombings, there are 
always anonymdus telephone 
calls and there is every time a 
reference to a “Confederate 
underground,” The word “un- 
derground” is all too familiar 
in the Communist world, and it 
sounds as if the individuals who 
did the jobs are trained-care- 
fully to do exactly what they 
had told in .every instance. 
They dd not have versatility of 







mind sufficient to vary even the 
telephone calls. 

The Anti-Semitic crusade has 
money and is worldwide in its 
scope. The Communists like to 
fish in troubled waters and they 
tie up with members of all the 
crackpoj organizations they can 
find and^use them for their own 
diabolical ends. It has always 
been a mystery where these or- 
ganizations and their publica- 
tions get the money to carry on 
their persistent campaigns of 
vinification. 

But most surprising of. all is 
that governmental detective 
agencies seem never to have 
..uncovered the international con- 
nections of these local organiza- 
tions. One reason perhaps is 
that gradually the processes of 
detection where Conomunists 
are concerned^ have been weak- 
ened in this country through 
Supreme Court decisions and 
the pooh-poohing tactics of the 
so-c^ed “liberals.” 

It is the same abroad. Though 
it is t, apparent that the race 
riots in Nottingham, England, 
are not characteristic in any 
sense of the British people, yei 
there are leading newspapers iu 
England which have ridiculed 
the idea that any foreign influ- 
ence could possibly have given 
stimulus^or momentum ^,to_ the 
local controversies. Iliere is an 
almost indignant defense of the 
.^Communist cult as unlikely^ to 
.ihave dong^anything so improper. 






;One phase of the anti-Com- 
nifinist battle in the United 
States is that too many mis- 
„guided “liberals” seem- to think' 
the individual rights of Com- 
munists to preach treason and 
to plot against the state tran- 
scend the rights of all the peo- 
ple to be defended ^gainst such 
attacks. When congressional 
committees try to get witnesses 
to help their own, government 
by telling the names of Conomu- 
nists they have known, any re- 
fusal to divulge such friendships 
is protected by the Supreme 
Court ns “freedom of associa- 
tion.” 

The Communist purpose, of' 
course, is to rriake propaganda. 
The objective, for example, of 
the boiribings of synagogues is 
to stir up antagonisms inside 
the United States and to portray 
America before the world as de-. 
nying religious freedom. Testi- 
mony before congressional com- 
mittees has disclosed Commu- 
nist mischief-makers in the 
South who are allied with or- 
ganizations ostensibly interested 
in agitation of racial issues. 
There has been too much indif-

I advised you and the Director last evening of the call from ASAC 
McGovern in Atl^ta. A, farmer found 20 sticks of dynamite (Atlas 60% Gelatin) 
in a wooded area several miles outside of Atlanta. McGovern said that the 
dynamite was not placed near a building or where it Would do any damage, It 
jwas wrapped in a piece of cloth, presumably from a Shirt, and there were two 
‘electric blasting caps with the dynamite. 

Since the dynamite was in the general area in which at least two of the 
indicted men were quite familiar and since the dynamite was of the same type 
that had been recovered in previous attempted bombings, it was obviously 
desirable to do, everything possible to try and connect the dynamite vdth known 
individuals. I called Mr* Trotter and he arranged to have a fingerprint maii go 
immediately to Atlanta, The fingerprint examiner flew down, arriving in Atlanta 
at approximately 3:30 this morning. ’• 


McGovern said the dynamite was , wet and they were wondering about the 
safety of handling it. I asked him if it was wet from water or exuding nitroglycerin 
and he sard he did not know at that time; butthey had been in touch with a 
representative of the Atlas Powder Company and I told him to arrange immediately 
for the representative to look at the dynamite to see if it was safe to be treated 
jfor fingerprints. I told him to be sure that the blasting caps were removed from, 
the proximity of the dynamite and he said this had already been done. 

I have also advised Mr. Rosen who is submitting a memorandum giving 
the investigative details.
